paperare printed weekly, but have no definite information of 
the number at present being sent to Bengal. In the summer of 

1938 a railway parcel containing 300 copies ms being sent to 
Howrah each week and a few copies were coming by post. Since 

then, there has been a "drive" by the "National Front Squad" 

to increase the sales and the number is probably something 
over 500 for the whole of Bengal. 

I am afraid that proscription under section 19 of the 
Indian Press (Emergency Powers) Act will not, by itself, he 
of very much use.
